In the Advisory Action, it is stated that claims 8-12 stand rejected for reasons given in 
paragraphs 4 - 6 of the Official Action of April 1 1, 2003. 

From paragraph 6 of said Official Action, it is apparent that the Examiner has considered 
patentability based on claims 1 - 3 and 6-7 and has not considered the features of claims 8-12 
presented by the Amendment of July 11, 2003.
